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Burgess Objects 

to Bus Rerouting 

Would Necessitate Widening of 

Haverford Avenue, 

Says Frye. 



PLAN TO FILE A PROTEST 



Haverford Avenue's traffic congestion 
was augmented this week when the 
Montgomery Bus Company rerouted 
Route "A" of the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Transit Co., westbound on Haver- 
ford Avenue, from Narberth to Essex 
Avenue, passing the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Station. For some time buses 
headed westbound had detoured Haver- 
ford Avenue by turning off at Narberth 
Avenue, and proceeding on Windsor 
Avenue to Essex. 

Informed by the bus company early 
this month that it sought permission to 
make the route change, Burgess Henry 
A. Frye objected to the change being 
made unless and until provision is made 
for widening Haverford Avenue to ac- 
commodate the increased traffic at the 
bad corners of Essex and Forrest Ave- 
nues. 

Without notification from the com- 
pany, the westbound buses invaded Hav- 
erford Avenue's congested two-block 
business section last Saturday. The Bur- 
gess wrote W. J. Broderick at the com- 
pany's Bryn Mawr headquarters Monday, 
partly as follows : 

"There can be no question but that you 
have the 'authority' to do what you did; 
but there is plenty of room for doubt 
as to whether you would have been able 
to do it if the Windsor Avenue detour 
route which you recently abandoned had 
not been amicably agreed to. The Bor- 
ough authorities had authorized the so- 
licitor to protest at the hearing for the 
renewal of the bus company's application 
several years ago because of the over- 
crowded condition of Haverford Avenue 
at the station, and the merit of their con- 
tention was so obvious that the company 
did not risk an adverse decision. 

"The traffic situation today is worse 
than it was even a few months ago. 
Therefore, the arguments which pre- 
vailed before will have more force tiday, 
and if a few weeks' trial confirms them, 
formal protest will be filed with the 
Public Service Commission, unless co- 
operation is received from the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, which recently acquired 
your company, and which you now repre- 
sent. 

"The problem can be effectively solved 
by lowering the crown or the surface of 
Haverford Avenue between Forrest and 
Essex Avenues, and widening the road- 
way. Parallel parking can then be es-

King's Daughters May 

Build Holiday House 

If there is sufficient demand for a 
new King's Daughters' Holiday House 
it will be erected, and kept open for 
use for nine months of the year. That 
was one of the points decided at the 
directors' meeting of the King's Daugh- 
ters Wedneday, July 10, at Valley 
Forge. Mrs. Fred E. Derby, North 
Narberth Avenue, Narberth, president, 
presided at the meeting, which was at- 
tended by sixty-five members of the 
organization. Several committees were 
appointed to atttend to various item, 
including the erection of a new inde- 
structible sign to be placed on the 
premises surviving the two and one- 
half acres of property around the Holi- 
day House at Valley Forge, and the 
moving of the fence around the prop- 
erty to its proper place. 



That it will merge the Bala-Cynwyd 
National Bank was the announcement 
made last week by the Merion Title 
and Trust Company. The latter con- 
cern, which maintains offices in Ard- 
more, Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd, is 
said to have been dickering for some 
time with stockholders of the national 
bank for the sale of shares. 

The agreement consummated pro- 
vides for exchange of one-half share of 
Merion Title stock and $24 cash for 
one share of Bala-Cynwyd stock, which 
is valued at $150. Merion Title stock 
is valued at $300. Bala-Cynwyd re- 
sources are over $480,000. Merion 
Title capital is $750,000, and its de- 
posits exceed $8,500,000. 

The tile and trust company's acqui- 
sition of the national bank is said to 
be prompted by a desire to eliminate 
competition and to avoid "over-bank- 
ing" Bala-Cynwyd, and to prevent any 
competitive plans for expansion. 
Rumors for some time had been cur- 
rent that the national bank planned to 
abandon its present site and erect a 
new, better equipped building across 
Bala Avenue, at the corner of Mont- 
gomery Pike. 

Vice President Murdoch P. Claney, 
of the Merion Title, declared this week 
that no change in Bala-Cynwyd Na- 
tional personnel is contemplated for 
the near future, but that the national 
bank's present office will probably be 
abandoned at some date to be an- 
nounced! later. The Merion Title's 
Cynwyd office occupies part of the 
Post Office building at the Cynwyd 
Station. 

Good reason for B.-C. National 
stockholders selling their stock, in ad- 
dition to the $24-a-share profit given 
them, is seen in the 16 per cent, divi- 
dend being paid by the Merion Title 
to its stockholders. Announcement of 
a regular quarterly dividend of 4 per 
cent, was made by Treasurer Daniel 
Leitch this week, following a meeting 
of the Board of Directors held Mon- 
day. 

Henry B. McLaughlin is president 
of the Bala-Cynwyd National, and 
R. S. Davison, Jr., is cashier.

in Failure to Warn of Tax Law Sales 



Tells of Assembly 

A report of the Fiftieth District As- 
sembly of Rotary International was 
given the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Ro- 
tary Club at its Cynwyd meeting Tues- 
day noon by William H. Fowler, sec- 
retary of the local club. The Mon- 
day-and-Tuesday assembly, which he 
attended on Monday, was held in Wil- 
mington, and one of the interesting 
features reported was an evening en- 
tertainment in Pierre S. du Font's 
Longwood Gardens estate. 



Following a large number of requests 
of more details about the state oj affairs 
regarding delinquent county taxes, first 
published in the form of a communica- 
tion from five prominent Narberth citi- 
zens, Robert P. Wetherald, one of the 
signers, has prepared a second article on 
the subject. 

Mr. IVetherald's article follows: 
Readers of this paper have shown a 
great interest in the letter published 
June 28, 1929, dealing with the sale 
for taxes of a number of Narberth 
properties at ridiculously low prices. 
One property, worth $15,000, was sold 
for $24 to satisfy taxes amounting to 
$4.10. This property and many other 
properties were sold without the 
knowledge of the owners. 

The old law, which permitted un- 
seated property to be sold for unpaid 
taxes without notice to the owner, has 
since been in a measure corrected. But 
this old law is still bearing fruit. It 
would have been possible for interested 



county officials to have administered 
the law, bad as it was, in a way which 
would have protected property owners 
from the outrageous injustice they are 
now forced to bear. 

One official has done this in his ad- 
ministration as Treasurer of Lower 
Merion Township. Peter C. Hess 
spent many days each year collecting 
unpaid county taxes. As a result, not 
a property in Lower Merion Township 
was sold for taxes in 1928. Would 
that more public officials had the pub- 
lic interest so much at heart. In con- 
trast with Mr. Hess' public-spirited 
attitude, the present Recorder of Deeds 
demanded at a Republican Organiza- 
tion meeting held recently in Haver- 
ford, that the most important local 
political offices be considered as 
"plums" to be passed around as politi- 
cal rewards and openly opposed the re- 
election of any officials simply on the 
grounds of ability and efficiency in 
office.

More About Faulty 

Property Tax Laws 

Continued from the First Pago 

Unfortunately, most public officials 
are content with the observance of the 
mere letter of the law. The old law, 
for instance, affecting properties in 
arrears for county taxes required that 
they be advertised in three county 
papers and sold by the County Treas- 
urer within two years of the assess- 
ment of the taxes. The requirements 
of this statute were carried out in a 
literal manner. Many Narberth prop- 
erties were included in this sale, yet 
the papers in which they were adver- 
tised were the "Norristown Register," 
"North Penn Review" (Lansdale) and 
the "Jenkintown Times Chronicle." 

Another interesting sidelight is the 
confusion in the tax records at Nor- 
ristown. Several Narberth properties 
sold in June, 1924, for taxes, have re- 
cently been cleared by the production 
of tax receipts showing that the county 
had no right to sell them. How many 
others were improperly sold which 
cannot now be cleared because the 
original tax receipt has been lost? Neg- 
ligence has also been shown in the 
assessment of properties. The Nar- 
berth property, now valued at $15,000 
and sold for $24, was assessed as "un- 
seated" (unimproved) in 1918 ;and 
again in 1921 though "seated" in both 
years. If it had been properly as- 
sessed the sale could not have been 
made until the county had first made 
an effort to collect the taxes. Is there 
no way to hold public officials account- 
able for such negligence costing prop- 
erty owners enormous loss or costly 
litigation? 

A letter printed in the Evening Bul- 
letin, July 12, 1929, sheds consider- 
able light on this subject and indicates 
that even under the amended law prop- 
erty owners may suffer violation of 
their rights. 

A County's Real Estate Dealing 
"Sir: I note the letter of 'R. P. \V.,' 
wherein it is complained that his real 
estate in a nearby county was sold by 
the County Tax Treasurer without 
prior notice for unpaid taxes. Enough 
cases in recent months have been called 
to my notice to cause me to wonder 
just how far the scheming manipula- 
tors in back of the buying movement 
at Tax Treasurer's sales will be per- 
mitted to go. 

"Upon making a painstaking search 
of the record in one case, wherein suit 
has been since instituted, I discovered 
that the favorite trick of the motiva- 
tors behind the scheme was to cause a 
tax bill for the wrong lot to be sent 
to the owner. The latter, without 
checking the lot and section numbers, 
would make a remittance of the 
amount demanded by the Tax Collec- 
tor, who, of course, never receives pay- 
ment for the lot on which the taxpayer 
had intended to make payment. To 
facilitate their plan of action, I found 
another link in the chain. The asses- 
sor's lists were in a most haphazard 
condition. I learned that the asses- 
sor often got tired of assessing names 
of people who 'don't pay their taxes.' 
Not infrequently the manipulators sug- 
gested names of fictitious persons who 
were assessed readily as owners. 

"The fictitious persons are named as 
the owners of the lots in those cases 
where one received tax bill for the 
wrong lot. Two years transpire and 
the statutory requirements as to notice 
are satisfied by the fictitious person 
being named as the owner of the real 
estate about to be sold for delinquent 
taxes. The real owner's name appears 
nowhere, and of course the latter 
would at no time be expected to recog- 
nize his lot, and the real estate is 
bought in for a paltry sum. Your cor- 
respondent would be making a mis- 
take in not proceeding to take affirma- 
tive action to have the County Tax 
Treasurer's deed to the purchaser set 
aside.

Insurance facts 

(By J. Alden Tifft, Merion, president 
of Tifft, Layer & Co.) 

Types of automobile insurance 
might well be described in the follow- 
ing conversation: 

Public Liability 

"What does my automobile liability 
insurance cover?'* 

"It protects you against loss and ex- 
pense due to your legal liability for 
killing or injuring the public, due to 
the ownership, operation and mainte- 
nance of an automobile. The mini- 
mum limits are $5000 for one person 
hurt or killed, and $10,000 for more 
than one person hurt or killed in any 
one accident. If the loss can be set- 
tled amicably by a cash payment the 
insurance company pays it. If not, 
the company defends you and pays 
the verdict, in addition to the Court 
costs and legal expenses. Higher lim- 
its are recommended because of the 
high verdicts and the greater proba- 
bility of accidents due to the increasing 
number of cars. You can secure this 
for a very small additional premium." 

"If my twelve-year-old son should 
have an accident would I be protected 
under liability insurance?" 

"No, because the policy states that 
it does not protect you if your car is 
driven by any person under the age 
fixed by law, or under the age of six- 
teen years in any event. The car is 
not to be rented or to carry passen- 
gers for hire unless a special policy is 
secured. 

"You are not supposed to use your 
car in a speed contest or race. Do not 
make a practice of towing other cars 
or trailers unless you get an endorse- 
ment permitting you to do so. Of 
course, incidental assistance to auto- 
mobiles on the road is permitted. 
Admit only to your insurance company 
if you are liable for an accident, as a 
public admission at the time of the 
accident might prejudice the rights of 
the insurance company in Court and 
violate your policy. Always get the 
names of witnesses if possible, as you 
will realize the importance of this 
after the accident." 

Property Damage 

"What does Automobile Property 
Damage mean?" 

"It is practically the same form of 
insurance as Automobile Public Lia- 
bility insurance, except that it applies 
to the property of others damaged by 
your car and for which property you 
may be legally liable." 

"No matter how small the accident, 
it is extremely important to notify us 
of the particulars at once. 

Collision Insurance 

"What is Collision Insurance?" 

"It is a policy agreeing to pay for 
the actual damages sustained to your 
car by collision, whether the accident 
was due to your negligence or not. 
The policy does not pay for blowouts 
or punctures, but it does pay for seri- 
ous damage to tires if the accidental 
collision damages some other part of 
your car at the same time." 

"Suppose I have a collision loss, 
which totally wrecks my car, how 
much money do I receive?" 

"You are paid the actual cash value 
of the car at the time of loss." 

"Suppose I prefer to pay a lower 
premium and instead of you paying 
for every little claim I decide not to 
have Full Coverage Collision Insur- 
ance, but want you to guarantee that 
I cannot have a loss which will cost 
me more than $50; in other words, 
your company will reimburse me for 
all collision losses after deducting 
$50?" 

"In that event the premium will be 
lower and if you prefer to assume the 
first $100 of each collision loss the 
premium will be even lower." 

"A reduction in Collision Insurance 
is allowed if your car is equipped with 
bumpers which bear the label of the 
Underwriters' Laboratories." 

Fire and Theft Insurance. 

"Tell me about automobile fire and 
theft insurance." 

"You may purchase automobile fire 
insurance separately, but if you should 
desire automobile theft insurance it 
will be necessary to purchase it with 
automobile fire protection." 

"What protection do I get?" 

"The fire and theft policy agrees to' 
pay you the actual value of your car 
at the time of loss by fire or theft, less 
depreciation, but in no event more 
than the amount mentioned in the face 
of the policy." 

"The amount of insurance stated in 
the fire and theft policy is used as a 
basis upon which to determine the 
premium and to give an approximate 
idea as to the value of the car at the 
time the insurance was issued." I 

"Suppose I only have a partial loss, i 
do I have to let the insurance com- ! 
_=__ I 



pany repair the car at its designated 
service station?" 

"No, you may have the car repaired 
where you desire, but the company re- 
quests that its adjuster be allowed to 
see the car before repairs are made." 

"Tell me what the fire and theft 
policy will not cover." 

"It will not pay for ioss of robes, 
personal effects or extra bodies, and 
it will not pay if someone else has an 
interest in your car and you have 
failed to have his name mentioned in 
the policy. It will not pay for extra 
parts unless the policy specifically 
states that it does." 

"If someone in your employ or in 
your household should steal your car 
the policy would not pay for your 
loss." 

Automobile Windstorm Damage 

"Many cars are damaged directly by 
being blown over and smashed or by 
the wind ripping off the roof. 

"For a few cents extra you may 
add to your fire and theft insurance a 
clause which reads as follows: 

"This policy covers against loss due 
to direct loss or damage caused by 
tornado, cyclone, windstorm, hail, 
earthquake, explosion, accidental and 
external discharge or leakage of water, 
excluding damage caused by rain, 
sleet, snow, flood, rupture of tires and 
explosion within the combustion cham- 
ber of an internal combustion engine." 

"Automobile insurance should be 
purchased in the strongest and most 
reliable stock insurance companies. 
You then have protection in a com- 
pany which will be in existence even 
if the damage suit is not started until 
years after the accident. Such a com- 
pany will have ample reserves and 
surplus and, in addition, the capital is 
available to pay all losses."

800 Mount Birds 



During the past six months over 
800 permits have been issued to per- 
sons within the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to have protected birds 
mounted which had been killed acci- 
dentally. Most of the birds included 
song and insectivorous species and 
nearly all were killed during the spring 
migration period. Attracted to towns 
and cities by the bright lights, many 
met death by flying against telephone 
wires and buildings. 

While the Game Commission will- 
ingly issues such permits to those who 
come into possession of birds legally, 
such persons are required to submit 
with their application an affidavit set- 
ting forth the circumstances under 
which the bird came into their posses- 
sion. In addition to this, if the bird 
happens to be a migratory species, a 
permit from the Federal Biological 



tablished, the approaches to the station 
removed out of the line of through travel, 
and a stop made possible on the railroad 
property for westbound buses.

"The Devil's Disciple," while 
melodramatic in plot, contained 
enough comedy aimed at the puritan- 
ism and patriotism of the early Amer- 
ican colonists and the British war gen- 
erals in the unfriendly atmosphere of 
the American Revolution. 

"Uncle's Been Dreaming," although 
the work of a German writer, has its 
setting in Mordasoff, a small Russian 
provincial city, where the inhabitants 
are overawed by Russian aristocracy. 
This aristocracy, in "Uncle's Been 
Dreaming," is personified by a Prince 
who is referred to as "not really a per- 
son at all, but a sort of general effect 
— half a corpse that has escaped being 
buried by an oversight." This par- 
ticularly difficult role of the Prince is 
enacted by Jasper Deeter, the director 
of the Hedgerow Theatre. Marie Al- 
exandrovna, the scheming self-assured 
mother with a penchant for fine 
phrases, who tries to marry the Prince 
off to her daughter, is played by Miss 
Dudley Vaughan. Sinaida, her daugh- 
ter, is played by Miss Kay Roma; Afa- 
nassij Matveitch, the ineffectual hus- 
band of Maria, is played by David 
Drinker. Paul Alexandrovitch, Si- 
naida's suitor and the Prince's
